A rumbling, wind-whipping afternoon storm that passed 
directly over downtown Chicago brought the day’s brutal 
103-degree temperature plummeting down into the 80s, 
though the cool-down didn’t last long and Friday still is poised 
to break heat records. 

About a half-hour after the fast-moving thunderstorm, the 
temperature at O’Hare had rebounded to 90 degrees. 

National Weather Service meteorologist Richard Castro 
said the storm doesn’t change the forecast for Friday when 
temperatures are expected to reach 103 degrees, possibly flirt- 
ing with the city’s longstanding record high of 105. 

Despite the cool-down, Chicagoans battled most of Thurs- 
daywith temperatures in the 100s. 

Cynthia Vaughn, 39, started her day in a park in East Gar- 
field Park, but decided to leave after an hour in the scorching 
heat. 

“I noticed it was getting hotter and hotter really fast,” said 
Vaughn, who later made her way to a Garfield Park cooling 
center. 

More than a dozen people were in the Garfield Community 
Service Center looking for a break from the heat. Chairs lined

the walls as people rested their heads and dozed off to the 
blare of a TV. 

Mark Brown, 59, said he’d likely stay at the cooling center 
all day because his Garfield Park home doesn’t have air con- 
ditioning. 

“T’ve got the fan on [at home}, but it don’t do no good. It’s 
still hot,” he said. “I just want to get out of the heat.” 

The city’s record 105-degree mark was set on July 24, 1934. 
Forecasts show the area could at least match that Friday be- 
fore temperatures settle down into the 80s over the weekend. 

For a second time in two weeks, the heat led to the cancel- 
lation of summer classes at 18 Chicago Public School buildings 
that do not have air conditioning. 

The heat also led to road closings because pavement has 
buckled. Columbus Drive was closed between Balbo Drive 
and Roosevelt Road when a crack opened up across all lanes, 
apparently from the heat, Chicago police said. 

The Illinois Department of Transportation has reported 
roads buckling and lane closures in Schaumburg, Arlington 
Heights, Oak Brook, Hillside and Harvey. All have been fixed, 
but an IDOT official expects it to happen again before the ex- 
treme heat wave is over. 


The deaths of two men, one from Lincoln Square 
and the other from Maywood, are the first to be 
linked to the heat this summer in Cook County, of- 
ficials say. The medical examiner's office is investigat- 
ing whether heat played a role in one other death. 

A 95-year-old Chicago woman died July 3, but an 
autopsy was inconclusive pending further tests, of- 
ficials said. 

The Shedd Aquarium was closed Thursday after- 
noon after power went out in the building, officials 
said. The electricity failed around 1 p.m., and patrons 
and staff were evacuated as a precaution, said Shedd 
spokeswoman Andrea Smalec. By about 1:50 p.m., 
Officials said some of the power to the building had 
been restored. Officials were investigating the cause. 

The heat caused Columbus Drive to buckle 
Wednesday just north of Roosevelt Road. The street 
was already set to close Thursday morning for Taste 
of Chicago, said Pete Scales, a spokesman for the 
city’s Department of Transportation. He expects the 
road to be fixed by the time Taste of Chicago ends.

Take a racing sailboat out onto the rolling wa- 
ters of Lake Michigan with Carrie Carmada 
and other Chicago Sailing instructors at Bel- 
mont Harbor, and you'll get some of what you 
might expect. 

The 21-year-old recent DePaul Univer- 
sity grad sports a tank top to avoid getting a 
farmer’s tan and kicks back at the ship’s helm, 
steering with her bare feet. The sun shines and 
passing boaters wave languidly at the crew. 
Someone jokingly asks if there’s any beer in the 
cooler below deck. 

But this is no party boat: The sailors on 
board are dedicated, serious athletes who pour 
their free time, spare (and in some cases not- 
so-spare) cash and energy into a sport many 
in Chicago don’t even know exists. It’s high 
season for sailing, with serious racers gearing 
up for the July 2r Race to Mackinac, the most 
important summer sailing competition in the 
Great Lakes, while many also fine-tune their 
skills during smaller races. 


“It’s like a chess game on water,” said Ted 
Towey, chair of the Chicago Yacht Club’s Asso- 
ciates Committee, a group of yacht club mem- 
bers ages 21 to 40. Towey, 30, grew up sailing 
and racing boats with his family in Minnesota; 
when he moved to Chicago, he longed to re- 
turn to the sport. 

“I spent three years looking at [Lake Michi- 
gan] saying, ‘How can I get back out there?’ ” 
he remembers. Towey, who lives in Lincoln 
Park, found a way: racing as a crew member on 
boats that other people own— something com- 
mon in the Chicago sailing scene. 

Yes, some young sailors in Chicago are rich, 
own their own boats and drink Veuve Cliquot 
to celebrate the end of a race. But just as many 
are like Carmada, members of the 99 percent 
who sail on other people’s boats to ensure they 
can continue participating in the sport. 

When you mention sailing, “people auto- 
matically assume ‘ritzy, ” Carmada said. “No, 
I’m poor. I just graduated from college.” 

Carmada and other young local racers make 
up a diverse but tightknit group of sailors who 


know one another and the boats often found 
at races. One of these races, the Chicago Yacht 
Club’s Wednesday night “beer can races,” a 
distance competition of about 4 to 5 miles, is 
casual but competitive. 

“You can show up with a six-pack and prob- 
ably find a boat that will take you,” said Matt 
Smart, a 31-year-old racer and director of sail- 
ing services for Chicago Sailing, perfectly de- 
scribing how the race got its name. 

The beer can races can be hectic to the un- 
trained eye, with boats sailing quickly around 
each other to be in the perfect position to start 
the competition. When the horn sounds, crew 
members begin their dance, sliding across the 
boat, under rapidly swinging sails, to perform 
moves that will help them win. 


As Towey and skipper Scott Sims battled 
during a recent beer can race on Sims’ boat 
Slapshot, they managed a maneuver that sped 
up the boat by a few knots. The two laughed 
about “two grown men getting excited about 
{an extra] six miles an hour.” 

It’s that competition that gets sailors’ 
hearts racing, the thrill of out-maneuvering 
and out-thinking the competition. In racing, 
alot of the strategy is about using wind direc- 
tion and right of way rules to force your op- 
ponents to slow down or make changes that 
cause them precious extra seconds. Despite 
the nautical prowess in high-level racing, it’s 
easy to get started. 

“Most people are really willing to help you 
learn,” said Smart, of Lakeview. He picked 


up sailing about five years ago, when he was 
hunting for an outdoor sport to do in Chi- 
cago. He was intrigued by the intricacies of 
sailing, particularly with racing. Smart took a 
course. Soon, he was hooked. 

“The thing that I think is really unique 
about sailing is it’s such a versatile sport. It’s 
something that you can do at a very high in- 
tesity level and at the same time be relaxed 
and having cocktails with friends,” Smart said. 
“Plus it’s a fairly even playing field. ’m not 
particularly tall, I’m not particularly strong. 
But there’s a place for me in sailing.” 

The Chicago Yacht Club offers staggered 
pricing for those 21 to 40 years old, accord- 
ing to membership director Krissy Guidici, 
with rates getting lower the younger a mem-

ber is. Towey said membership rates can be 
in the neighborhood of $100 or less a month, 
plus initiation fees, for some age ranges. Les- 
sons run about $200-$500 for a beginner’s 
course. 

“There are some people who want to go 
sailing [but] they think they must own a boat 
or be a millionaire,” Towey said. 

That’s not to say that there aren't racers like 
Jayme Novotney, 29, of Lakeview, who owns 
his own racing boat. 

Novotney, an elementary school teacher, 
taught himself to sail about five years ago 
when he bought a book on the subject. He’s 
bought boats for a few hundred bucks, and 
fixed them up over time, to amass what he 
jokingly calls a “small fleet” of boats. He has

two 19-foot keelboats and a 16-foot center- 
board, all made in the 1970s. 

In Chicago, there are some other costs, like 
docking and harbor fees. The sailing season 
runs from about Memorial Day to Labor Day, 
according to James Clark, general manager 
of the Chicago Yacht Club; in the off-season 
boats are stored in spots including in Indiana, 
Wisconsin and Southern Illinois. 

But even without paying for expensive 
upkeep or repairs, Chicago sailing fans say 
there’s a world of watery fun that awaits peo- 
ple who want to learn. Novotney wishes more 
people his age sailed. 

“They should know they could do it,” he 
said. “It would be great to have more people 
Out.”

‘Beasts’ gets the 
most out of its stars

Don't be surprised when 8-year-old Quven- 
zhane Wallis receives a Best Actress nomina- 
tion for “Beasts of the Southern Wild,” her 
first-ever acting job—which she filmed when 
she was 6. 

Wallis is the remarkable centerpiece of 
director/co-writer Benh Zeitlin’s debut 
film that has picked up plenty of accolades: 
“Beasts” took home the Grand Jury Prize at 
Sundance and a FIPRESCI prize (given by 
the International Federation of Film Critics) 
at the Cannes Film Festival. 

That acclaim has resulted in tons of press 
and a schedule that Wallis’ co-star, Dwight 
Henry, a New Orleans bakery owner and fellow 
first-time actor, describes as “interviews, in- 
terviews, photo shoots, interviews, interviews, 
photo shoots, luncheon, reception, go to sleep, 
wake up, interviews, interviews, get on the 
airplane, more interviews, photo shoots.” 

In the spellbinding, New Orleans-shot 
“Beasts,” opening Friday, single father Wink 
(Henry) has one primary purpose: making 
sure his 6-year-old daughter Hushpuppy (Wal- 
lis) realizes her dad won't be around forever. 
He wants her to be able to fend for herself. 

At the Hotel Palomar, Wallis, Henry, 48, 
and Zeitlin, 29, talked about Wallis’ fearless 
defiance and elements of the movie they 
lived for real. 


Benh, you struck gold with casting. What 
went through your head when you saw 
these two for the first time? 

Benh Zeitlin: The first time I met Quven- 
zhane was when she walked in for her 
callback audition, and she just had this focus 
and fierceness and also wisdom that was 
completely outsize[d] for her age. I had never 
seen anyone that intense and she wasn’t 
malleable. I think a lot of times when they

cast kids they puppeteer them. You can’t 
puppeteer her; she’s too tough. 


And before you walked in today she said she 
wasn’t even trying. 

BZ: Yeah, she just was fearless. It wasn’t like 
she was trying to be fearless. She actually 
wouldn’t do a lot of things I would tell her 
to do. 


Like what? 

QW: I wouldn't throw the bottle. He got a 
little frustrated because ... 

BZ: You know, I went back and looked at it 
the other day, it was actually a stuffed animal. 
It wasn’t a bottle. 

QW: Well, they are the same thing. 


Why wouldn’t you throw it? 
QW: The person I was trying to throw it at I 


didn’t even know.

The feature debut from director/co-writer 
Benh Zeitlin offers an unusual blend of stark 
realism and carefully framed cinematic poetry. 
He bridges the divide between the low-to- 
the-ground harsh truths of documentary-style 
movies like “Ballast” and the lovely grace of 
“The Tree of Life.” That elevates the movie on 
a technical level but sometimes pulls you out 
of what registers as a devastatingly immersive 
experience, especially when Hushpuppy and 
Wink brave weather that sounds like it will 
blow down the theater. Similarly, Hushpuppy’s 
sporadic voiceover alternately reflects a haunt- 
ing document of a young girl’s perspective and a 
repetitive reliance on too-direct statements like, 
“Sometimes you can break something so bad 
that it can’t get put back together.” 

Much of “Beasts” focuses on the increasingly 
ill Wink making sure that Hushpuppy can fend 
for herself. Not many people, much less 6-year- 
old girls, learn firsthand how to punch a fish in 
the face after yanking it out of the water with 
their hands. But that’s where they’re at and they 
don’t lament their position. In largely uplifting 
celebrations, the people of “Beasts” comment 
without envy on the confined fear of those on 
the other side of the levees. 

The sad-yet-magical “Beasts” speaks to the 
life span of the planet and every second of hu- 
manity representing a fight against extinction. 
The desire to find personal purpose and remain 
in place even when the government tries to 
evacuate us is one of many things that separate 
us from the animals.

Masked vigilantes and Bourne-again spies aren’t the only characters filling movie screens the 
rest of summer. Take “Beasts of the Southern Wild,” which opens Friday (read more about the 
film on Pages 20-21). Between film festival hits like “Beasts,” new controversy from Spike Lee 
and a devasting documentary about the military, there are plenty of smaller films coming to the 
multiplex to keep you out of the heat. Here are five others not to miss. 
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Michelle Williams follows her Oscar-nominated turn 
as Marilyn Monroe with the charming Sarah Polley- 
directed tale of a woman caught in a love triangle. 
In the film, opening July 13, Williams plays Margot, 
who must choose between two sweet, loving men: 
husband Lou (funnyman Seth Rogen) and mystery 
man-with-an-edge Daniel (eye candy Luke Kirby). 
The choice is made all the more difficult as Lou loves 
Margot unconditionally but feels both too comfort- 
able and unfulfilled. As a result, she pins everything 
on her constant desire for Daniel. In the end, the 
film has serious things to say about love, sex and 
relationships. 


Matthew McConaughey stars as a 
badass hit man in “The Exorcist” 
and “The French Connection” 
director William Friedkin’s tale of 
murder, revenge, bloodlust and 
greed, opening Aug. 3. The plot re- 
volves around a man (Chris Smith, 
played by Emile Hirsch) who will 
be killed if he can’t repay a debt. 
So Smith hires McConaughey’s 
Killer Joe Cooper to finish off his 
mother in order to collect her 

life insurance. Naturally, all hell 
breaks loose: Killer Joe preys upon 
Smith's sister Dottie Juno Temple) 
and catalyzes the destruction of 
the family. This is not a guy to be 
messed with. 


Spike Lee returns with another 
installment of his Chronicles of 
Brooklyn, which began with his 
breakout “Do the Right Thing’—a 
film that gets several nods in this 
latest work. An official Sundance 
selection, “Red Hook” follows Flik 
Royale (Jules Brown), a middle- 
class boy from Atlanta who is sent 
to Brooklyn's Red Hook projects 
for the summer to live with his 
zealous preacher grandfather 
Bishop Enoch Rouse (Clarke 
Peters). The summer seems to be 
a failure of epic proportions until 
Chazz Morningstar (Toni Lysaith) 
comes along to show Flik that 
there is an upside to Brooklyn. 
“Red Hook” sparked a heated de- 
bate at Sundance over a sexual act 
involving Bible scripture. The film, 
opening here later this summer, 
could end up being Lee’s most 
controversial yet. 


In the documentary “The Invisible 
War,” currently in theaters, director 
Kirby Dick tackles the harrowing 
rape epidemic in the U.S. military. It 
follows the stories of dozens of fe- 
male victims of sexual assault and 
the struggles they faced in their 
pursuit of justice. Even before its 
release date, Secretary of Defense 
Leon Panetta announced that ma- 
jor changes would be made in the 
investigations of military rapes, 
and a top general featured in the 
film who defends the military’s 
reaction to this issue was replaced. 
Justice has been, and will hope- 
fully continue to be, served.

be bad, but in a bad, 
bad world, it’s good.” 
In reference to military vet Chon’s (Taylor 
Kitsch) PTSD-driven sexual behavior, O 
notes, “I have orgasms; he has wargasms.” 

A herd of elephants couldn't lift a movie 
from depths this low, yet juicy performances 
from Salma Hayek and Benicio Del Toro 
nearly do it. They play a drug lord and her 
chief henchman, respectively, and their 
sinister behavior and rare humanity (or lack 
thereof) electrify a movie that often settles 
for comfortable, drawn-out genre familiarity. 

Adapting Don Winslow’s novel, direc- 
tor/co-writer Oliver Stone (“Wall Street: 
Money Never Sleeps,” “World Trade Center”) 
ignores that “Savages” hardly represents the 
first movie about the drug trade, presenting 
the business and the risks involved as if no 
one understands that big money brings big 
power and, often, big guns. Well, Ben (Aaron 


Johnson), Chon’s best friend, weed-growing 
business partner and the third corner of a 
harmonious love triangle with O, does balk 
at the violence that escalates after Elena 
(Hayek) and her operatives kidnap O. It takes 
time for Ben to succumb to the viciousness 
of the lifestyle, and Johnson nicely guides the 
character from confidently naive to venge- 
ful and morally compromised. Kitsch, on 

the other hand, in need of a winner after the 
massive failure “John Carter” and underrated 
but unsuccessful “Battleship,” suffers from a 
character without an arc—and lines like “You 
don’t change the world; it changes you.” 

Too bad the movie can’t decide if it’s a hor- 
rifying cautionary tale or an ironic, comedic 
nod to the drug enforcement agents (John 
Travolta), techno whiz-kids (Emile Hirsch) 
and legal minds (recent Oscar nominee 
Demian Bichir of “A Better Life”) who 
become wrapped up in a deadly game over an 
illegal form of entertainment or pain preven- 
tion. Stone doesn’t suggest a simpler method 
but does imply that the war on drugs (at least 
when talking about marijuana) may incite 
more deceitful, dangerous behavior than it 
prevents. 


That’s a large statement, and “Savages” 
thrives on the continually shifting balance of 
power between people playing every angle 
to skirt the law and impending disaster. The 
movie also fails to bridge awkward tonal 
shifts between Tijuana beheadings and the 
sexy story of two pals, their gorgeous shared 
girlfriend and the seemingly universal effort 
to grow the best weed in the world. But 
Chicago cops with the newfound freedom to

He is the face of Hollywood’s two costli- 
est box office flops in 2012, but actor Taylor 
Kitsch isn’t letting that end his quest for good 
roles and movie stardom. 

On Friday, the 31-year-old star of flops 
“John Carter” and “Battleship” returns to 
movie screens in Oliver Stone’s “Savages,” 
based on author Don Winslow’s book of the 
same name set in southern California’s world 
of drug dealers, marijuana growers and crime 
gangs. 

If all goes well, a solid box office and criti- 
cal hit might help Kitsch overcome his two 
earlier bombs. If not, he vows to stay focused 
and keep working on his long-term 
goals. 

“To be in this film was a 
dream,” Kitsch said. “I’ve 
been in the [acting] game 
for probably eight years. 

It’s not about just being 
on screen, but attaining 
things in your life that 
no one can take from 


you, and this is one of 
them.” 
Both and 


“Battleship” had production 
budgets over $200 million and 
came out with all the studio hype that 
precedes major movie releases. Had either 
been a blockbuster, Kitsch, from the TV se- 
ries “Friday Night Lights,” would have vaulted 
to superstardom. 

In “Savages,” the actor is seeking a rebound 
as a man named Chon, a former Navy SEAL 
who, with best friend Ben (Aaron Johnson), 
runs a lucrative business growing marijuana. 
The pair share a girlfriend, O (Blake Lively). 
When they refuse to yield to demands by a 
Mexican drug gang to give away their busi-

ness, the thugs kidnap O, causing Chon and 
Ben to go after them. 

“Savages” features an A-list cast that in- 
cludes Salma Hayek, Benicio Del Toro and 
John Travolta. Director Stone is a three-time 
Oscar winner for movies such as “Platoon” 
and “JFK.” 

While the up-and-coming star is looking 
for a hit, another misfire wouldn’t trouble him 
because he has faced worse in life, he said. The 
Canadian-born actor moved to New York in 
2002 to model and study acting, only to find 
himself homeless. 

“Living on the subway in New York City 
was by far the lowest point,” Kitsch said. 

“That’s where I slept for weeks. But 

that’s a different low. Not, ‘I 

don’t know if I’ll ever make 

it as an actor.’ ... It was pure 
survival.” 

Kitsch said he would 
still make the same career 
choices. He has been able 
to work with top direc- 
tors and he plans to con- 
tinue working with them 

in the future. He also notes 
that one role led to another, 
and credits “John Carter” and 
“Battleship” with giving him the 
Hollywood clout to make independent 
dramas, such as a $3 million movie he might 
make in January that he claims was “funded 
overnight” on the basis of his appearing in it. 

“If I hadn’t done those films, there’s no way 
I could get [these low-budget films} made,” he 
said. “What they have done for me personally 
is given me independence and the ability to 
greenlight dream roles coming. 

“It really is a marathon, and my goal is to be 
in this game for a long time,” he added. “I feel 
that I’m on track.”

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Rhys|fansin nits 
‘The Amazing Spider-Man’

Not many actors from a summer superhero 
movie would cite Shakespeare to justify their 
film’s existence. Then again, not many actors 
are Rhys Ifans in “The Amazing Spider-Man,” 
a very unlikely person to grace a big-budget 
action extravaganza. 

Aclassically trained theater performer who 
dropped off the Hollywood map for more 
than a decade, the Welsh actor, 43, presents 
an odd blend of thoughtful eloquence, rock 
n’ roll swagger and career ambivalence—not 
to mention an, er, high-mindedness about the 
work he’s doing. 

“There are these enduring, socially mirror- 
ing qualities that Spider-Man has that begs us 
to revisit him,” Ifans said when asked why he 
thought the time was right for a new Spider- 
Man movie. “He’s in a sense a spokesman for 
every generation. And like all great albums, 
or movies, or pieces of literature, we revisit 
them. ‘Hamlet’ is prepared dozens of times, 
and nobody ever says “Why the ... are we do- 
ing that again?’ ” 

Ifans has plenty riding on the movie. As Curt 
Connors, the lizard-morphing scientist who is 
Spidey’s chief rival, the actor has taken on the 
most prominent role of his enigmatic career. 

After enchanting U.S. audiences as Hugh 
Grant’s unkempt roommate in 1999’s “Not- 
ting Hill,” Ifans largely disappeared from the 
American screen. He took minor roles in 
forgettable studio comedies (“Little Nicky,” 
anyone?) and larger parts in well-regarded but 
little-seen indies. Instead he concentrated on 
theater and music in his native U.K. (Ifans was 
briefly the lead singer of the cult Welsh rock 
band Super Furry Animals.) 

But in the last 18 months, Ifans has been 
thrust back into the Hollywood spotlight, 
appearing in “Harry Potter and the Deathly

Hallows-Part 1,” “Anonymous” and “The Five- 
Year Engagement.” He'll next appear as a pin- 
ing lover in the star-laden romance “Serena.” 

In all these guises, Ifans’ Super Furry Ani- 
mals past has never been too far behind. The 
actor carries himself with a Mick Jagger air— 
living much of the year on the Spanish island 
of Majorca doesn’t hurt, nor does an arrest at 
Comic-Con—that makes an impression even 
on co-stars accustomed to groupiedom. 

“Rhys is just way cooler than you are,” said 
“The Hunger Games” actress Jennifer Law- 
rence, who stars opposite Ifans in “Serena.” 

Ifans said while he’s grateful for the new 
work, he doesn’t always relish the media at- 
tention that comes with it. At last summer’s 
Comic-Con, Ifans was arrested on suspicion 
of battery after scuffling with a security guard. 
No charges were filed, but many in the blogo- 
sphere had a field day anyway. “That’s one of 
the things about being in the public eye— 
something like that happens and suddenly 
you're an ax-wielding madman,” he said. 

Despite the recent bounty, Ifans can radi- 
ate an ambivalence about a Hollywood ca- 
reer. Nicholas Stoller, who directed Ifans in 
“Engagement,” noted that, though devoted 
to the part, the actor was “pretty private, just 
a touch removed.” 

Ifans doesn’t disagree. “There is a part 
of me that thinks I just want to rear pigs in 
Wales. It’s weird. I don’t know if it’s a protec- 
tion mechanism or what, but there is a part 
of me as a child that wanted to be a farmer, 
and I really think it would be OK if it went 
that way.” 

He added, “There aren’t a lot of similari- 
ties between my work now and that, except 
maybe the unsociable hours, the free food 
and the bull{bleep}.” He paused. “But the 
bull{bleep]} on the farm you can shovel away.”

Not every scene filmed for “Ihe Amazing 
Spider-Man” made it into the film currently 
in theaters. 

Star Andrew Garfield and director Marc 
Webb speculated on what scenes may some- 
day turn up on DVD. One of them, they said, 
was a long “date” sequence that followed a 
shot of Gwen Stacy (Emma Stone) holding on 
to Spider-Man as they web-sling through the 
city at night. 

“They had the ‘love nest’ scene,” as Webb 
described it, “where he took her out, and 
there’s a moment where they sort of coalesce 
as humans, shall we say. Pll let you interpret 
that as you will!” 

Why cut it? “It’s this constant choice be- 
tween pace and feelings,” the director said. 
“Tt was a pacing decision, because they’re very 
lovely in that scene, but we needed to keep 
the action going.” 

A version of the scene before this, with 
Gwen and Peter talking and sharing a kiss on 
a rooftop, was one of three scenes used for the 
screen tests. Another “was a scene that wasn’t 
in the script, which I wish had been,” Garfield 
said. “It was a scene in a diner between Gwen 
and Peter, which was awesome.”

All-American barbecue meets Asian 
influence at Dragon Ranch Moonshine & BBQ

What do barbecued ribs, Asian spices, 
Mason jar moonshine cocktails and 
Billy Dec have in common? 

They’re all in the mix at the latest 


hangout from Rockit Ranch, the group 


that opened Rockit Bar & Grill eight 
years ago in River North and followed 
it up with subterranean club The 
Underground and Asian restaurant

This is not The Underground. 

Rockit Ranch may be known for keeping 
the River North party raging, but Dragon 
Ranch is much more a restaurant than 

a bar. It’s a narrow slip of a space, with 

a barstool-lined open kitchen and bam- 
boo-hued communal tables that give 
the feel of sitting around a picnic table 
while still nodding toward the Asian in- 
fluence. It closes shop at 11 p.m. earlier 
in the week (1:30 a.m. Thursday through 
Saturday) and the owners clearly had 
the laptop-hauling happy hour crowd 

in mind when designing benches that 
double as cubbies. (It’s a perk the staff 
appears to be extremely jazzed about, 
considering it was mentioned by three 
separate servers.) 


The meat? It’s good. 

Any competitive barbecuer would con- 
sider the two chefs here rookies, but 
you can't tell by the meat they prepare. 
Smoky spare ribs ($16 for half slab, 

$27 for a whole) are tender but have 

just enough chew to stay on the bone 
rather than falling into a wet heap on 
your plate. The meat in the pulled pork 
sandwich ($12) has flavor on its own, but 
acts as enough of a blank slate to slather 
on the house barbecue sauces, which 
include Carolina-esque mustard sauce, 
gingery soy-based Asian barbecue, spicy 
barbecue and classic tomato-based 
barbecue. 


Let’s talk about the sides. 
Even the best barbecue can fall flat 
with lackluster side dishes. Here, 


Asian-inspired sides (priced $4-$12 and 
meant to share) lean lighter and fresher 
than typically heavy sidekicks such 

as baked beans and buttered greens. 
Executive chef Red Hauge told me he de- 
tests mushy carrots, which explains why 
he’s serving them in big crunchy chunks, 
cooked just past raw and dressed up 
with bourbon barrel-aged fish sauce and 
a sprinkling of white and black sesame 
seeds. Egg-topped roasted sweet po- 
tato hash seems more like a breakfast 
dish than a side, but house-smoked 
bacon, chilis and edamame made it my 
table’s favorite. Cakey cornbread doesn’t 
crumble under a smear of bourbon- 
honey butter. Coleslaw made with wisps

Depending on 
the grain it’s made with, 
it carries so many dif- 
ferent nuances.

Acorn white whiskey, 
it smells like pure corn. 
You cannot match the 
mixability of a white 
whiskey.” 


of shaved Brussels sprout and 
white miso vinaigrette instead 
of mayo was a favorite of mine, 
but deemed “weird” by my 
tablemates. Sandwiches come 
with Frito-esque spiced wonton 
chips and we left a lot on the 
plate; they just didn’t have the 
same munchability as fries or 
potato chips. 


About that moonshine. 
Moonshine as a trend isn’t 
brand-new to Chicago; Lillie’s 
Qin Wicker Park opened a few 
years back, making its own 
moonshine for cocktail mixing

and local distilleries such as 
Koval, Few and Death’s Door 
bottle their own white whiskey. 
But by stocking more than a 
dozen varieties (plus working 
with a to-be-announced dis- 
tillery to bottle its own house 
brand of white whiskey), Dragon 
Ranch is really committing to 
the stuff—which is somewhat 
risky since most people expect 
it to taste like rubbing alcohol. 
I’m not sure how many people 
will be drinking these spirits 
straight, but the moonshine 
cocktails ($12-$14) are smooth 
and potent. The Moonshine 


Sling takes the Singapore Sling, 
a classic tiki drink, ditches the 
original recipe rum and adds 
ginger liqueur, while the Honey 
Bunny (white whiskey with 
Campari, honey, raspberries, 
apple juice and egg white) is so 
sippable that even the manli- 
est I-don’t-dare-order-girlie- 
sounding-drinks guy should 
try it. For those who, despite 
any amount of encouragement 
from your enthusiastic server, 
just won't touch the moon- 


shine, there’s plenty of bourbon, 


Japanese whiskey, sake and 
beer, plus a couple wines. 


Bottom line 

From the cutesy menu 
categories (“niblets,” “fix’ns” 
and “sandos”) to the servers 
dressed in logo-emblazoned 
plaid shirts, Dragon Ranch 
has the ultra-curated feel of 

a Rockit Ranch production; 
however, even the most cal- 
culated concept won't float if 
the food doesn’t measure up. 
Luckily, the meats deliver with 
all the familiarity and comfort 
you crave in classic barbe- 
cue, while Asian-inspired side 
dishes bring fresh flavors to 
the table.

Baby-sitting barbecue: Two smokers from 
Louisiana maker Backwoods Smoker, a competi- 
tion circuit favorite, have a video camera tuned to 
the temperature gauge so that Hauge and sous 
chef Shaun Connolly (see below) can keep an eye 
on their slow-cooking meats even when they’re 
away from work. A program sends an e-mail alert 
if the temperature dips below a certain level. “If | 
just want to look at it, | can pull out my iPhone and 
plug it up and see, they’re still at 240 degrees, so 
I’m good,” he said.

Ombre oozes into 
hair, makeup

It started with two-toned hair. Drew Barry- 
more’s black roots faded into blond tips, while 
Rihanna’s hair started auburn and ignited into 
fiery, lava-like ends. 

But this summer, ombré is unleashing a 
gradual explosion of intense colors onto our 
eyes, lips and nails. 

Ombré—pronounced AHM-bray— means 
shaded or shadow in French, but in modern 
fashion and home decor, it describes the sub- 
tle transition from one color to another. 

Sometimes the hues sit next to each other 
on the color wheel: a pearly pink blurs into 
fuchsia that melts into a candy-apple red. 
Other times the colors aren’t related at all—as 
when turquoise transitions into tangerine. 

You can probably picture the colors flow- 
ing through a maxi dress, but does this really 
work with makeup? 

When it comes to color, this is fashion’s 
brightest year in decades. 

“The people that are going bold dare to go 
bold,” said Chhor Tim, makeup artist at Phila- 
delphia’s Couture Hair Studio, who lately has 
worked a lot of ombré eyes on her clients. 
“They don’t care. It’s exciting to be extreme.” 

These days, fantastical fashion is usually 
traced to Lady Gaga. Credit her makeup art- 
ist, Tara Savelo, with being among the first to 
suggest that so many bright features on one 
face could go mainstream. 

Smoky green eyes paired with purple lips 
started to show up on fashion models in Sep- 
tember’s glossies. By this spring, ombré tech- 
niques in makeup became so hot, Tim said, 


that ordinary women were requesting multi- 
colored lips and eyes to go with their multicol- 
ored hair. 

Before ombré became synonymous with all 
things two-toned, it was the name of a dyeing 
technique developed in the 1840s. It became 
common in fashion in the 1920s, during the 
flapper era, said Clare Sauro, curator of Drex- 
el University’s historic costume collection. 
The swirling of shades became fashionable 
again in the 1960s and 70s as tie-dyed clothes 
morphed into styles. 

The trend hit makeup in the 1980s with the 
punk movement. Cyndi Lauper wasn’t afraid 
of yellow lips; Boy George’s were gray in the 
center and edged in black. But punk rock was 
scary, and mainstream fashion wasn’t hearing 
it. Back then all you needed was a red lip and 
asmoky eye (thank you, Robert Palmer) to be 
scandalous. 

Today’s era of do-it-yourself fashion— there 
are a gang of instructional ombré videos on 
YouTube—combined with society’s height- 
ened sense of individual style makes this a 
perfect time for the return of ombré in every- 
thing, Sauro said. 

Social media sites—especially Pinterest— 
have helped cultivate an ombré crush as this 
season’s pinners are nuts about color, Sauro 
said, especially when it comes to hair, jeans and 
makeup. 

“The idea of personal style is really impor- 
tant,” Sauro said. “We are exposed to so much 
more, and a wider array of things are held up 
as desirable at a pace much faster than it’s ever 
been.”
